The fol- 
lowing account with the translations is 
furnished by Rev. Robert F. Kenncdy, 
assistant pastor of the Savannah Cathe- 
dral and master of ceremonies for the 
occasion: 

Cardinal Gibbons, being vested as for 
mass, will sit immediately !n front of £na 
high altar.

Coffman in Macon.

Last year Coffman made an individual 
purchase from B. E. Willingham of the 
Macon Agricultural Works for $7,500. He 
paid $2,000 In cash and the balance was 
payable on time, but none of the time 
payments have yet become due, so it is 
said. ‘Ihe works were easily worth $20,000, 
but as B. E. Willingham desired to go 
into the cotton mill pusiness he disposed 
of the Macon Agricultural Works at a 
mere song as compared to the true value 
of the plant. It is supposed to have been 
the intention of Coffman to operate the 
Macon works. but they were never put 
in operation from the time he bought 
were mys- 
teriously destrayed by fire at midnight 
of Saturday, May i2th. The works were 
situated short distance outside of the 
limits, just beyond the jurisdiction 
Macon fire department. There 
McAfee, whom Coffman brought 
ing the building, and who formerly was 
a watchman for some of the property 
in Atlanta in which Coffman was inter- 
ested. There rad been no fire in ithe 
Macon works during the day, and after 
midnight Watchman McAfee suddenly dis- 
covered fire near the middle of the build- 
ing. In attempting to extinguish the 
flames his hands were burned severely. 
Watchman McAfee says he has no idea 
how the fire started. The works were 
consumed. On Sunday, May 13th, the fire 
having occurred at midnight of the 12th, 
Coffman and his wife and child visited 
the ruins of the fire, so Watchman Mc- 
Afee says, and that afternoon Coffman 
carried his wife and child back to At- 
lanta, and Coffman returned to Macon 
the next day, Monday, May 14th. Watch- 
man McAfee says this was the last time 
he saw Coffman. This morning Watch- 
man McAfee expressed himself as sur- 
prised at the flight of Coffman, and said 
he had thought a great deal of him and 
liked to work for him. McAfee said he 
is due money for his services as watci- 
man at the Macon works and he spoke

A RANDOM TALK ~~ 
WITH A VETERAN 


Major Tom Williams is one of those 
aplendid Tennessee veterans who have 
nobly illustrated our section in war and in 
peace, and he has given me stories enough 
to fill a volume of historic interest. 

With his charactertistic modesty, how- 
ever, he brought another comrade to me 
to tell the story of one of the most thrill- 
ing incidents of the war.

In this sketch I do not propose to give 
half of the details, though they are all 
ful] of interest. 

Some time in March, in the year of 
grace, 1865, that terrible federal cavalry- 
man, Genera] Kilpatrick, was in the 
neighborhood of Fayetteville, N. C.

At that time Hampton sent a force on 
ohe road, but a swamp intercepied and 
the result was entirely unexpected. 

To make a long story short, there was 
an attack on Kilpatrick's headquarters, 
and Private J. C. Huff. who was intro- 
duced to me by Major Williams, told the 
story. 


—_—— 


Cobb's legion made the attack, and in 
this command was the Fulton Dragvons, 
commanded by the late Captain William 
M. M. Williams, of Atlanta. Major Tom 
Williams was, of course, with the com- 
pany, but his old friend, Private J. C. 
Huff, tg responsible for thig story. 

Huff was a member of company B, 
Cobb’s Legion, and in this attack he knew 
just what he had to face. 


General Gib Wright led the advance 
and the moment they entered the federal 
camp there was the devil to pay. Wright 
had taken the precaution to put some of 
his front men in blue overcoats, but his 
folowers were recognized as soon as they 
appeared. 


The confederate prisoners set Up a hur- 
rah as soon as they saw Wright, and that 
was the end of It. 

This was about daybreak, but the con- 
federates pushed forward and Kilpatrick 
left the field. 


Cobb’s gallant soldierg were driven back, 
but returned to the charge. In one of 
their charges Jim Jack, of Atlanta, was 
killed, and in another Colone] B. F. King, 
of Roswell. 

All the same, these men made history. 
They did as much as Tennyson’s men at 
Balaklava. 

On that dark morning Genera! Gib 
Wright, at the head of his men, rede Into 
the federal camp. Wright, with the in- 
stinct of a Marion, had provided his men, 
and the first twelve wore blue overcoats. 

But the confederate prisoners recognized 
them. Then there was a@ whoop and hur- 
rah. 


That charge was ended. But there was 
a second assault. 

Kilpatrick was glad to escape, riding 
bareback on a second-class horse. Jim 
Jack, of Atlanta, had been killed and the 
Williamses had been riddled with shot. 

Major Tom Williams was with this 
crowd, but his main interest in the story 
Was about Private Friedenthal, of At- 
lanta. 

Friedenthal was one of the 100 that went 
to the conference of Johnston and Hamp- 
At that time a remarkable horse- 
swap took place.

Editor Constitution—I: noticed Wallace P.

He is a vital element in Alabama politics. 
and if any aspiring candidate thigks that 
all thit is needed to secure his support is 
to slip a long green into his hand. there is 
likely to be a disillusionment before the 
game is over. The Hill-Billie may. in- 
deed, absorb the commodity referred to. 
but whether or not he will carry out the 
contract as designed by the donor is an- 
other question. When the latterly ac- 
tive and hopeful Governor Johnston went 
up against the primaries he imagined he 
was safe for a majority against Senator 
Morgan. When the primaries were over 
there is no trustworthy record of what 
he thought.

There were 
divergencies, but.they had to be kept 
within the lines of the party. 

“This was irksome; for everybody wants 
to indulge in a fight at times, and to be 
violently inhibited therefrom by the silent 
pressure of that black mass of political 
impotence—impotence to serve itself. but 
nevertheless potent involuntarily to unite 
its opponents—this was distinctly annoy- 
ing to free-born Americans. They frank- 
ly deplore it. and to the outsider there is 
something not far removed fro the 
camiec in the. spectacle. Politicians 
must not differ (except superficially) as 
regards measures: they can differ only as 
to the particular men who shall carry 
them out.” 

“Then why not call a constitutional con- 
vention and disenfranchise the negro and 
be done with it?’ I asked. 

The answer was that this had Been at- 
fLempted some time ago, but had been 
defeated by Governor Johnston, who 
thought “the time was not yet ripe.” But 
now that Johnston has been retired, it 
was designed to revive the project, and 
there was a probability that the con- 
vention wouid be arranged for a year 
from next November. 

I heard this with pleasure. It seems to 
be the only desirable solution of this tron- 
ble of thirty years’ standing. In any 
co unity the stronger and more en- 
ligfitened race must ryuJe. If they cannot 
rule by law. they will do so by force or 
fraud. They do not like to use force or 
fraud, but they use them in preference to 
the utterly intolerable alternative. Inder 
such circumstances the only sane and re- 
spectable thing to do is to amend the 
law. And when. = —_ has be

gladly accept the principle of electing sen- 
ators by popular vote: and that re-

The Presbyterian Keview, of Torvunto, 
Canada, cescribes the ceveral ways of 
choosing a moderator now current -in 
Scotland as follows: 

“In the established chureh the moder- 
atcr is nominated by the ex-moderators, 
wno form what is informally known as 
the college of moderators, in which as a 
rule there is @ fairly large membership. 
This body acts as a committee of general 
assembly, and at a meeting hei:d in the 
fall of the year, usually in the month of 
Ncevember, rakes a seiection whi-:h is 
pass€éd on to the general assemb‘y for 
action, the assembly reserving final pow- 
er. This method has worked weil, rarely, 
if ever, evoking criticism. One feature 
which commends it to the cautious Auld 
Kirk member is that merit is aiways 
sought for and rewarded. Ministers of 
moderate country charges who have serv- 
ed the church well, locally ly, litera- 
ture, are sir.gled out for nonor, who would 
probably not be thought of in the excite- 
ment of @ contested election in a large 
assembly, Some of the best men in the 
church have been thus found and brought 
into a prominence in which their gifts and 
graces have heen of wider use than pre- 
Viously. In the free church the selection 
is made by what is known as the commis- 


or 


|Sion of assembly, a body which is prac- 


tically an executive committee acting for 
the whole church in the interval between 
meetings of the assembly. This commis- 
sion meets in the month of Novemb: P, 
and makes a nomination;for moderator. 
Sometimes there is a kcen contest between 
strong men, but the vote of the commis- 
sion practically settles the question, the 
assembly merely ratifying the 
nomination. In practice, this p.an hs 
worked well. Still different is the pro- 
cedure in the United Presbyterian ehurch 
of Scotland. In the nomin ition 
is made by a meinber or members of synod 
after the court has been uted. 
There is no general assembly, nominally, 
in the United Presbyterian church. But 
the synod is clothed with all the powers 
and functions of a general assembly, the

WELL DRESSING. 
Well dressing corresponds .with the an- 


cient Roman Fontnalia, or annual flower 
festival of the spirits of the streams and 
fountains. Derbyshire, with the adjacent 
counties, is the home ef well dressing and 
June 24th the date of the festivity. 
Elaborate preparations are made for its 


approach, F™owers are arranged in pat- 
terns to form mottoes and texts of scrip- 


ture, and also devices, such crosses, 
crowns and anchors, while green boughs 
are added to complete the picture. 

A recent visitor at one of these func- 
tions says that the name “well” hardly 
gives the proper idea; it is rather a foun- 
tain or cascade which is chosen, the water 
descending from above, and not rising as 
in a well. Their helght varies from ten 
to twelve feet and the stone frontage is, 
on this day, hidden by a wooden erection 
in the form of an arch. Over this a layer 
of plaster of paris is spread, and while it 
is wet flowers without leaves are stuck in 
it, forming a beautiful mosaic pattern. 
Showy yellow flowers are perhaps ar- 
ranged to form a verse of scripture or a 
hymn: ora white door is scluptured in the 
plaster and set in a groundwork of vio- 
lets. With red and white flowers, a 
diaper-work is formed. Coral berries of 
the mountain ash are used effectively and 
arranged in garlands, wreaths and de- 
vices of every hue. The sparkling water 
completes the enchantment and make this 
feast of the well-flowering one of the most 
beautiful of all the customs. Songs and

We will not sce another tctal 
eclipse for eighteen vears.
